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Medical  Education  Building 

This  building,  facing  Marshall  Street  between  Eleventh  and 
Twelfth,  is  the  No.  1  priority  in  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia's capital  outlay  projects  pending  before  the  current  session 
of  the  General  Assembly.  The  12-story  structure  will  provide  for 
the  first  time  a  teaching  and  research  headquarters  for  the  clinical 
faculty  of  the  school  of  medicine  and  also  will  house  several  of 
the  basic  science  departments  and  associated  facilities.

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Looking  back  for  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  years,  one  sees  in  the  founding 
of  the  College  and  in  those  chiefly  re- 
sponsible for  it  since,  remarkable  single- 
ness of  purpose,  tenacity,  good  sense  of 
timing,  and  dominant  service  motives. 

Although  now  developed  into  a  univer- 
sity-like institution,  the  College  remains 
dedicated  to  education  for  the  health 
professions,  undergirded  by  comprehen- 
sive services  to  the  sick  in  hospitals  and 
clinics.  It  has  never  ventured  into  major 
athletics  or  into  other  fields  of  learning 
which  might  have  been  competitive  with 
its  primary  objectives  for  talent  and  fi- 
nances. Therein  lies  unique  advantage. 

Its  dominant  service  motive  has  been 
shown  always — in  its  graduates  who  prac- 
tice their  professions  in  almost  every  house- 
hold of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  course 
of  the  year.  This  same  motive,  too,  has 
been  shown  in  its  complement  of  person- 
nel sent  into  four  great  wars  and  several 
lesser  ones,  and  in  its  care  of  the  sick  in 
its  own  hospitals  and  clinics  year  after 
year.  One  of  the  distinctions  of  the  Col- 
lege is  the  presence  of  patients  within  the 
institution  from  the  beginning,  to  the 
benefit  of  patients  and  teaching. 

Across  the  decades,  its  board,  its  faculty, 
its  friends,  and  both  State  and  Federal 
governments  have  seemed  to  combine  in 
a  rare  way  to  find  open  doors  of  oppor- 
tunity to  advance  the  College.  This  must 
be  so,  because  buildings  have  come  into 
being,  both  from  private  and  public 
sources,  State  and  Federal,  and  programs 
of  education,  research,  and  patient  care, 
from  a  combination  of  similar  resources. 
The  College,  withal,  has  been  blessed  by 
the  interest  and  help  of  a  legion  of 
friends,  an  indispensable  source  of 
strength.  We  point  with  particular  pride 
also  to  thirty  current  working  arrange- 
ments with  other  institutions  and  agencies, 
whereby  more  can  be  accomplished  by  co- 
operation than  otherwise. 
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A  great  institution  is  somewhat  different 
from  a  great  personality.  The  institution 
can  never  mature,  can  never  be  finished. 
It  must  forever  be  on  the  way  to  greater 
things  generation  after  generation.  At  one 
time  it  sees  its  opportunities  in  buildings; 
at  other  times,  in  personnel;  and  always 
finances  are  of  uppermost  concern.  This 
progression  and  concern  are  found  in  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia,  now  and  in 
years  before. 

Here  we  are  in  I960,  122  years  from 
the  first  session.  Then  there  were  46  stu- 
dents in  a  rented,  remodeled  hotel;  now 
we  have  1390  regular  college  students 
and  are  also  responsible  for  the  education- 
al experiences  of  several  hundred  more. 
This  includes  our  large  hospital  housestaff. 
Now  there  are  a  dozen  educational  pro- 
grams, against  one,  medicine,  in  1838. 
Then  the  College  owned  no  buildings  as 


against  several  dozen  today,  some  very 
large  structures.  The  College  sites  and 
plant,  if  acquired  and  built  now,  would 
add  up  to  32  million  dollars  or  more.  Only 
rather  recently  the  College  has  acquired 
endowment  and  trust  funds  of  about  seven 
million  dollars  and  happily  more  is  in 
prospect.  This  good  beginning  should 
make  a  strong  appeal  to  alumni.  Income 
from  such  a  source  makes  for  the  sort 
of  excellence  which  commands  admiration 
and  respect. 

In  1838,  the  medical  school  budget 
must  have  been  modest.  For  the  most  part 
teachers  made  their  living  by  medical 
practice.  The  first  State  appropriation, 
$1500,  was  for  the  session  1865-66.  By 
1925-26,  sixty  years  later,  this  had  reached 
$90,000  toward  a  total  budget  of  $453,- 
654.10,  of  which  $256,170.92  was  for 
hospital  and  clinic  support.  Currently 
teaching,  research,  and  hospital  budgets 
will  run  close  to  13  million  dollars,  with 
about  nine  million  for  hospital  and  clinic 
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The  Union  Hotel,  19th  and  Main  Streets,  Ric

The  Years  Ahead 

R.  Blackwell  Smith,  Jr.,  President 


The  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  along 
with  every  institution  of  higher  and  pro- 
fessional education  worthy  of  the  name, 
recognizes  its  increasing  responsibilities  in 
this  age  of  tremendous  advances  in  the 
sciences,  particularly  in  the  medical  field. 

From  the  time  of  Jefferson,  one  of  our 
foremost  early  champions  of  education  as 
the  base  for  a  successful  democratic  gov- 
ernment, the  role  of  education  in  Ameri- 
can life  has  been  a  vital  one,  but  perhaps 
never  before  has  there  been  such  universal 
appreciation  of  the  need  both  for  broader 
educational  opportunities  and  excellence  of 
the  training  offered.  The  Medical  College 
— now  in  its  122nd  year — is  dedicated  to 
the  premise  that  its  courses  of  study,  its 
faculty  and  its  supporting  facilities  should 
not  only  compare  favorably  with  those  of 
similar  institutions  elsewhere  but  that  they 
should  be  of  the  very  highest  quality  that 
our  resources  permit.  The  people  of  Vir- 
ginia have  every  right  to  expect  this  kind 
of  education  for  those  who  will  minister 
to  their  health  needs,  and  we  would  be 
derelict  if  we  failed  to  exert  every  effort 
to  provide  it. 

The  future  of  the  College,  therefore, 
is  predicated  on  this  philosophy.  To  ac- 
complish the  excellence  that  the  times  and 
the  conditions  demand,  we  seek  to  per- 
petuate a  setting  and  climate  conducive  to 
learning,  in  the  finest  meaning  of  the  term. 
The  first  step  in  such  a  process  is  the  col- 
lection of  a  faculty  equipped  by  training, 
motivation,  and  interest  to  inspire  the 
student  to  maximum  effort  and  challenge 
him  always  to  greater  and  broader  accom- 
plishment. Remarkable  progress  already 
has  been  made  in  this  direction  in  all  the 
schools  making  up  the  institution  by  im- 
provement of  salary  schedules,  by  en- 
larging the  opportunities  for  investigative 
effort,  and  by  being  able  to  offer  the  at- 


traction of  living  and  working  with  other 
scholars  of  established  reputation.  Addi- 
tional men  and  women  of  outstanding 
qualifications  will  be  drawn  to  MCV  in 
the  years  ahead.  In  the  school  of  medicine, 
where  many  important  professorships  and 
departmental  posts  were  vacated  within  a 
short  period  of  time  by  reason  of  death, 
disability  and  retirement,  most  of  the  ma- 
jor places  again  have  been  filled  with 
men  of  vigor  and  vision,  admirably  quali- 
fied to  carry  forward  the  objectives  which 
have  guided  our  growth  from  the  very 
beginning  and  which  are  essential  in  any 
sound  program  of  medical  education.  We 
count  on  them  to  enrich  the  educational 
soil  here,  by  their  own  contributions  as 
teachers,  as  researchers,  and  as  public  serv- 
ants, and  by  their  attraction  of  others  of 
like  merit. 

As  we  move  into  the  new  decade,  we  al- 
so are  giving  renewed  attention  to  the 
curricula  to  make  sure  that  the  energies 
and  the  talents  of  the  students  are  directed 
along  the  most  productive  and  beneficial 
lines,  unimpeded  by  any  extraneous  con- 
sideration in  their  quest  for  knowledge. 
This  self-appraisal  will  mean  further  re- 
visions of  courses  of  study,  and  perhaps 
in  the  sequence  of  some  offerings;  but 
whatever  the  details,  the  one  goal  will  be 
to  improve  and  strengthen  the  curricula 
and  to  provide  an  ever  better  trained 
graduate.  Such  studies,  which  now  are 
under  way,  we  believe  will  be  constructive 
and  helpful  to  both  faculties  and  student 
bodies. 

The  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools  recently  elected  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  to  full  mem- 
bership, after  a  comprehensive  review  of 
all  phases  of  its  activities  by  an  inspection 
team  composed  of  leading  Southern  educa- 
tors. We  are  greatly  encouraged  by  the  re- 
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port  submitted  by  these  visitors,  who 
found  some  deficiencies  but  whose  find- 
ings might  be  summarized  in  their  state- 
ment that  "The  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia is  on  the  march."  This  action  of  the 
Association  was  its  first  in  the  accredita- 
tion of  a  professional  institution  such  as 
MCV;  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
this  is  another  landmark  in  the  evolution 
of  our  medical  center  into  one  of  con- 
stantly growing  usefulness. 

Our  physical  growth  and  improvements, 
in  the  present  and  projected,  are  geared  to 
the  needs  of  the  students  and  the  faculties 
that  serve  them.  The  most  significant,  from 
the  standpoint  of  new  buildings,  is  the 
medical  education  building.  Pending  be- 
fore the  current  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  is  our  request  for  the  appropria- 
tion of  $4,400,000  toward  the  construction 
of  this  12-story  structure  immediately  west 
of  the  A.  D.  Williams  Memorial  Clinic, 
to  which  it  will  be  connected  by  overhead 
corridors  across  Twelfth  Street.  The  state 
appropriation  will  be  supplemented  by 
$1,378,000  in  federal  funds,  already  ap- 
proved, for  the  inclusion  of  certain  re- 
search facilities. 

The  erection  of  this  building  will  per- 
mit expansion  of  the  freshman  classes  in 
medicine  from  84  to  128  students  and, 
for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
College,  provide  a  consolidated  teaching 
and  research  headquarters  for  the  clinical 
departments.  Also  to  be  housed  in  the 
new  building  are  the  departments  of 
pathology,  physiology,  biophysics  and  bi- 
ometry, with  additional  space  for  the  de- 
partment of  biochemistry.  Another  im- 
portant feature  will  be  a  unique  student 
cubicle  arrangement  to  afford  convenient 
study  facilities,  sufficient  in  number  to  ac- 
commodate one-half  of  the  medical  stu- 
dent body. 

If  our  hopes  are  realized,  this  building 
will  be  completed  during  the  1962-63 
school  year  and  will  be  occupied  in  time 
to  help  meet  the  demand  of  Virginia's  ex- 
panding population  for  more  physicians. 
It  also  will  be  of  prime  importance  to 
our  efforts  to  attract  and  retain  faculty 
members  of  high  quality.  Its  dedication 
will  be  a  highlight  of  our  125th  anniver- 
sary celebration. 

A  565-car  parking  garage,  financed  by 
unrestricted  gifts  to  the  College  by  private 
citizens  over  a  period  of  years,  already  is 
under  construction  on  the  hillside  below 
the  Brown-Sequard  laboratory  and  will 
greatly  relieve  the  parking  problem  for 
our  own   personnel   and   visitors   to   our 
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hospitals.  The  $220,000  Lewis  L.  Strauss 
Research  Laboratory,  to  be  tied  in  with 
the  present  Brown-Sequard  building,  soon 
will  be  under  construction  and  will  con- 
stitute another  significant  addition  to  our 
research  facilities. 

These  are  part  of  the  picture  which  we 
can  see  at  MCV  in  the  near  future.  There 
are  other  developments  certain  to  come. 
With  the  support  of  the  Virginia  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs  and  other  friends, 
a  2,000,000-volt  x-ray  machine,  for  re- 
search and  treatment  of  patients,  is  being 
acquired  and  will  be  housed  in  an  addition 
to  the  Ennion  G.  Williams  Hospital.  This 
will  provide  the  first  such  facility  in  the 
region  between  Washington  and  South 
Carolina  and  will  put  this  valuable  instru- 
ment of  treatment  within  reach  of  citizens 
throughout  Virginia,  as  well  as  augment- 
ing our  resources  for  important  research. 

Looking  still  further  in  the  future — and 
we  hope  not  too  distant — we  can  see  a 
student  activities  center  shaping  up  north 


of  the  student  residence  halls.  MCV  has 
agreed  to  provide  the  site  for  the  Virginia 
Civil  War  Centennial  Center  through 
1965,  after  which  the  building  will  revert 
to  the  College  as  the  nucleus  of  the  pro- 
jected student  center.  This  will  fill  a  long- 
standing void  and  mark  a  real  step  for- 
ward in  our  continuing  program  to  pro- 
vide good  living  conditions  as  well  as 
sound  education  for  our  students. 

We  envision  other  needs  to  be  ful- 
filled during  these  years  ahead — apart- 
ment buildings  for  married  members  of 
the  housestaff  and  student  body,  for  which 
we  hope  private  financing  can  be  arranged; 
and  eventual  relocation  of  the  services 
now  housed  in  the  Memorial  Hospital 
when  that  site  and  building  are  claimed 
by  the  Commonwealth  in  the  development 
of  State  structures  south  of  Broad  Street. 

With  the  provision  of  these  facilities, 
the  basic  physical  requirements  of  our  as- 
signed mission  as  presently  conceived 
should   be  reasonably  well  supplied.   As 


our  Commonwealth  moves  forward  into 
the  future,  her  distinguished  past  foretells 
but  does  not  yet  disclose  the  nature  of 
many  other  exciting  developments  which 
will  surely  come  in  logical  sequence  in  the 
perspective  of  the  long-range  growth  of 
our  population  and  the  educational  and 
service  needs  of  the  people. 

Meanwhile,  but  less  spectacularly,  work 
proceeds  apace  with  improvements  at  St. 
Philip  Hospital  and  in  other  structures 
which  must  be  maintained,  converted,  and 
re-equipped  from  time  to  time  to  meet 
the  changing  needs  of  those  served  by  the 
institution. 

These  recitations  are  but  an  indication 
of  the  future  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  which  has  grown  from  an  enroll- 
ment of  46  in  that  first  year  1838  to  1,575 
in  I960  in  step  with  the  growth  of  the 
State;  but  with  its  goals  ever  unchanged 
— to  educate  those  who  would  serve  hu- 
manity, to  preserve  and  restore  health,  to 
seek  the  cause  and  cure  of  diseases. 
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Appropriations  recommended  by  Governor  Almond 
for  the  1960-62  bienmium  include  $4,400,000  for  the 
medical  education  building — the  top  priority  among 
the  MCV  capital  outlay  projects. 

For  maintenance  and  operation,  the  Governor's  rec- 
ommendations from  the  state's  general  fund  are  as 
follows:

Major  capital  outlays  aside  from  the  medical  edu- 
cation building  included  in  the  Governor's  budget  are 
$353,000  for  modernization  and  expansion  of  the  cen- 
tral heating  plant,  which  serves  all  the  state  buildings 
in  capitol  square,  and  $125,000  for  completing  the 
renovation  of  St.  Philip  Hospital. 

The  College  is  sincerely  grateful  for  the  considera- 
tion shown  the  institution  by  the  Governor  and  his 
advisory  board  on  the  budget.  Requests  are  being 
made  for  some  adjustments  in  areas  of  special  need, 
but  the  over-all  recommendations  are  very  gratifying. 
Alumni  may  wish  to  inform  their  representatives  in 
the  legislature  of  their  wholehearted  support  of  the 
recommendations.

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Dr.  Wyndham  Boiling  Blanton 

The  sudden,  though  not  entirely  un- 
expected, death  of  Dr.  Wyndham  B. 
Blanton,  on  January  6,  brought  to  a 
close  one  of  the  most  distinguished  medi- 
cal careers  of  our  generation.  As  an  in- 
ternist and  allergist  he  contributed  great- 
ly to  the  stature  of  Richmond  as  a  medical 
center.  As  an  antiquarian  and  historian, 
both  lay  and  medical,  he  was  of  national 
renown  and  the  recognized  authority  on 
ancient  medicine  in  Virginia  and  the  ad- 
joining areas.  Despite  his  intense  inter- 
est in  all  aspects  of  the  cultural  side  of 
medicine  and  the  constant  demands  of 
his  numerous  civic  obligations,  he  never 
permitted  these  diversions  to  lessen  the 
zeal  with  which  he  pursued  the  practice 
of  medicine. 

Dr.  Blanton  was  born  in  Richmond  on 
June  3,  1890,  the  son  of  Dr.  Charles  Armi- 
stead  and  Elizabeth  Wallace  Blanton.  He 
graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney  College 
in  1910,  and  in  1933  he  was  the  recipient 
of  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Let- 
ters from  the  same  institution.  After  two 
years  at  the  University  of  Virginia  where 
he  received  an  MA  degree,  he  attended 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in 
New  York  where  he  graduated  in  medi- 
cine in  1916.  He  then  took  graduate  work 
in  New  York,  Berlin,  and  Edinburgh.  Fol- 
lowing World  War  I,  during  which  he 
had  served  as  captain  in  the  Medical 
Corps  of  the  Army,  he  returned  to  Rich- 
mond in  1920  and  entered  the  practice  of 
internal  medicine. 

He  was  named  associate  professor  of 
medicine  at  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia in  1930  and  professor  of  the  history 
of  medicine  in  1933.  He  became  professor 
of  clinical  medicine  in  1939  and  professor 
emeritus  of  clinical  medicine  and  the  his- 
tory of  medicine  in  1950.  In  1936  he  or- 
ganized the  Immunology  Clinic  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  con- 
tinued as  director  until  1954.  Under  his 
guidance  the  allergy  clinic  became  one  of 
the  largest  connected  with  a  medical 
school  in  this  country. 

During  this  busy  career  he  found  time 
to  write  three  volumes  on  Medicine  in 
Virginia  during  the  past  three  centuries. 
He  also  wrote  a  history  of  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church,  of  which  he  was 
for  many  years  an  elder,  as  a  part  of  its

Dr.  William  Henry  Street 

Dr.  William  Henry  Street  passed  away 
on  December  17,  1959,  at  his  residence. 
The  Alumni  Association  will  miss  this 
dedicated  alumnus  who  gave  so  much  of 
his  time  and  effort  to  the  betterment  of 
the  Alumni  Association  and  his  alma 
mater,  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 
Dr.  Roshier  W.  Miller  once  characterized 
Dr.  Street  as  "a  good  orthodonist,  prac- 
tical dreamer,  and  a  doer  of  good  works" 
to  which  we  can  only  add  an  exemplary 
alumnus. 

Dr.  Street  served  as  president  of  the 
Alumni  Association  for  two  terms,  1939 
and  1940,  and  was  executive  secretary 
from  December,  1942,  until  1950.  He 
was  instrumental  in  reorganizing  the  As- 
sociation and  in  founding  the  Alumni 
Fund.  His  devotion  and  work  certainly 
augmented  the  growth  of  the  Alumni 
Association.  In  the  Skull  and  Bones  of 
February  14,  1947,  it  was  written,  "In 
a  real  sense,  Dr.  Street  is  more  respon- 
sible for  the  phenomenal  growth  of  the 
Alumni  Association  in  the  last  three 
years  than  any  other  MCV  graduate.  He 
realized  that  the  Association,  as  it  existed 
in  1942,  was  to  again  quote  Dr.  Miller, 
'in  a  state  of  suspended  animation.'  He 
knew  that  this  condition  was  not  consis- 
tent with  the  position  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  was  attaining  as  the  foremost 
medical  center.  In  the  belief  that  only  the

Dr.  E.  Trible  Gatewood 

In  the  early  morning  hours  of  January 
5,  I960,  Richmonders  and  the  alumni  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  were  sad- 
dened by  the  news  of  the  passing  of  one 
of  its  distinguished  citizens  and  alumni, 
Dr.  E.  Trible  Gatewood. 

A  native  of  James  City  County,  Dr. 
Gatewood  was  graduated  from  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  in  1910.  He  later 
interned  in  Norfolk  and  New  York  and 
entered  general  practice  in  James  City 
County  before  returning  to  New  York 
to  specialize. 

After  completing  his  New  York  resi- 
dency, he  took  bronchoscopic  training  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  under  Dr. 
Chevalier  Jackson.  He  later  attended  the 
Haslinger  Clinic  in  Vienna. 

Dr.  Gatewood  was  one  of  the  original 
founders  of  the  Richmond  Eye  and  Ear 
Hospital.  He  is  credited  with  being  the 
first  specialist  in  Virginia  to  perform  a 
successful  laryngectomy  for  cancer. 

Dr.  Gatewood  contributed  many  scien- 
tific articles  to  medical  journals  and  was 
active  in  many  medical  societies.  He  was 
a  former  president  of  the  Richmond  Acad- 
emy of  Medicine,  the  Richmond  Nose  and 
Throat  Society,  and  the  Virginia  Society 
of  Ophthalmology  and  Otolaryngology. 

He  was  a  former  vice-president  of  the 
American  Laryngological,  Rhinological, 
and  Otological  Society. 

He  became  an  instructor  in  otolaryn- 
gology at  MCV  in  1920  and  was  ap- 
pointed clinical  professor  in  1914.  In 
1958  he  was  made  professor  emeritus.  He 
was  a  director  of  Johnston-Willis  Hos- 
pital and  was  chairman  of  its  department 
of  otolaryngology  and  bronchoscopy. 

Dr.  Gatewood  was  a  member  of  the 
Tri-State  Medical  Society,  the  Medical  So- 
ciety of  Virginia,  the  American  Academy 
of  Ophthalmology  and  Otolaryngology, 
the  American  Medical  Association,  South- 
ern Medical  Society,  fellow  of  the  Ameri- 
can College  of  Surgeons,  and  a  member 
of  the  American  Laryngological  Society. 

He  also  was  a  diplomate  of  the  Ameri- 
can Board  of  Otolaryngology.  He  was 
elected  in  1950  to  membership  in  the 
American  Laryngological  Association,  a 
senior  society  with  a  national  membership 
limited  to  one  hundred  leading  laryngolo- 
gists.

School  of  Graduate  Studies 

The  new  calendar  year  begins  with  a 
total  enrollment  of  42  students  in  the 
school  of  graduate  studies  with  no  in- 
crease since  the  opening  of  the  fall  term. 
During  the  next  two  or  three  months,  a 
large  proportion  of  the  letters  of  inquiry 
and  application  for  graduate  study  in  the 
academic  year  1960-61  will  be  received. 
Alumni  can  aid  in  the  recruitment  of  com- 
petent graduate  students  by  encouraging 
applications  from  capable  students  who 
wish  to  prepare  themselves  for  research  and 
teaching  careers  in  the  basic  medical  sci- 
ences or  who  wish  to  supplement  their 
prior  clinical  education  by  such  graduate 
study. 

Nine  students  have  applied  for  NSF 
Cooperative  Graduate  Fellowships  and  one 
for  a  summer  teaching  fellowship  for  the 
coming  year.  Since  these  fellowships  are 
awarded  to  either  new  students  or  those 
already  in  graduate  study,  they  constitute 
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an  excellent  source  of  support  of  work 
towards  the  degree  of  doctor  of  philoso- 
phy. The  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
is  qualified  to  recommend  ten  of  these 
predoctoral  fellowships  for  the  coming 
year  and  five  summer  fellowships.  Alumni 
who  know  undergraduate  college  students 
who  desire  to  apply  for  these  fellowships 
next  year  should  encourage  them  to  make 
their  applications  to  the  dean's  office, 
school  of  graduate  studies,  before  No- 
vember 1,  I960. 

The  dean  of  graduate  studies  has  been 
asked  to  sponsor,  during  the  present  aca- 
demic year,  a  series  of  informal  student 
discussion  evenings.  This  is  a  continuation 
of  eight  such  informal  meetings  held  last 
year  in  the  second  floor  lounge  of  the  new 
student  dormitories.  Last  year  a  number 
of  distinguished  visitors  were  brought  to 
the  College  to  lead  these  discussions  which 
ranged  in  subject  matter  from  Middle 
Eastern  affairs  to  Antartic  naval  opera- 
tions, the  transpolar  voyage  of  the  sub- 
marine USS  Nautilus  and  space  travel.

School  of  Dentistry 

The  American  Association  of  Dental 
Schools  recently  sponsored  a  conference 
of  dental  school  deans  for  the  purpose  of 
studying  administrative  problems  related 
to  dental  education.  Forty  dental  school 
deans  attended  this  workshop  conference 
in  Phoenix,  Arizona,  and  spent  three  long 
and  busy  days  in  a  searching  study  of 
dental  school  administration.  The  prob- 
lems which  beset  those  who  are  charged 
with  responsibilities  in  this  effort  are 
many  and  varied.  These  range  from  stu- 
dent and  faculty  recruitment  to  political 
philosophy  concerning  Federal  aid  for 
the  operation  of  dental  schools,  from 
budget  and  accounting  practices  to  finan- 
cial assistance  for  students,  from  com- 
munication technics  to  alumni  relations, 
etc.,  ad  infinitum. 

The  challenge  facing  dental  school  ad- 
ministrators and  the  mission  of  dental  edu- 
cation are  sharply  pinpointed  in  a  recent 
report  published  by  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare.  This  re- 
port, known  as  the  Bane  Report,  includes 
a  section  titled,  "Dentists  for  a  Growing

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Retirement  for  Dr.  W.  C.  Caudill— "I 
truly  started  in  the  horse  and  buggy  days" 
— came  January  1. 

It  is  retirement,  or  at  least  semi-retire- 
ment, from  a  medical  career  which  has 
spanned  46  years,  and  it  included  20  years 
in  the  General  Assembly  as  delegate  and 
state  senator. 

They  were  years  which  included  the  de- 
livery of  "several  thousand  babies,"  the 
patronage  of  legislation  which  set  up  Vir- 
ginia's medical  examiner  system  and  years 
in  which  Dr.  Caudill  became  a  genuine 
and  beloved  legend  in  Giles  Gounty. 

The  doctor,  a  frank  71  though  he 
doesn't  look  it,  can  divide  his  career  into 
three  convenient  parts. 

The  first  years,  several  of  them  spent 
on  horseback  as  a  country  doctor,  were 
full  of  intense  concentration  on  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine. 

"The  middle  part,"  the  doctor  said, 
were  the  years  in  which  he  was  "seeking 
a  little  relaxation"  by  getting  into  politics. 
He  was  as  good  at  politics  as  he  was  at 
medicine. 

He  served  two  terms  in  the  House  and 
in  1940  went  to  the  State  Senate  where 
he  served  until  1956,  when  he  didn't 
choose  to  run  again. 

He  served  as  president  pro  tem  of  the 
Senate  and  as  floor  leader. 

The  third  phase  is  now  in  the  present 
tense.  It  will  include  retirement,  a  trip  to 
Florida,  and  a  lot  of  concentration  on  the 
doctor's  hobbies — golf,  hunting,  and  fish- 
ing. 

Dr.  Caudill's  years  in  Richmond  are 
recalled  happily.  "It  was  a  diversion,"  he 
said.  The  high  points  in  his  career  as  he 
sees  them  were  his  patronage — along  with 
John  S.  Battle — of  the  medical  examiner 
bill,  his  part  in  passage  of  the  "basic  sci- 
ence law,"  service  on  a  committee  which 
redistricted  the  state's  legislative  sectors. 

He  was  chairman  of  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Institutions  and  Legisla- 
tion and  had  he  run  for  re-election  would 
have  been  chairman  of  the  weighty  Senate 
Finance  Committee. 

After  being  chairman  of  the  county's 
Democratic  organization  for  15  years,  the 
doctor  figured  he  would  run  for  the  As- 
sembly— "one  or  two  sessions  at  the  most." 
It  ended  20  years  later. 

"One  of  the  highlights  of  my  career" 
was  the  organization  in  1924  of  a  hos- 
pital in  Pearisburg.  The  doctor's  office  is 
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in  the  same  building,  which  was  in  use 
until  1950  when  Giles  Memorial  Hos- 
pital was  completed. 

He  organized  it  along  with  a  brother, 
Dr.  E.  L.  Caudill,  now  practicing  medi- 
cine in  Elizabethton,  Tenn.  "We  felt  the 
great  need,"  he  said  and  the  20-bed  hos- 
pital— a  rarity  for  the  time  and  place — 
came  into  being. 

Three  generations  of  Giles  Countians 
will  tell  you  that  Dr.  Caudill  never  let 
the  weather,  his  own  health,  or  money  in- 
terfere with  the  making  of  a  call. 

The  years  as  a  horse  and  buggy  doctor 
were  full  of  the  things  traditionally  asso- 
ciated with  that  stormy  way  of  practicing 
medicine — the  laughs,  the  sadness,  the 
swollen  streams,  and  the  fantastic  number 
of  things  that  could  happen  to  a  rider 
and  later  to  a  motor  car  in  the  hill  coun- 
try. 

Ask  Dr.  Caudill  about  ancedotes  and 
he  picks  one  up  surely  and  crisply. 

It  happened  on  a  "terrible,  cold"  mid- 
night. A  man  called  the  doctor  and  said 
he  "knew  he  was  having  a  heart  attack." 
The  doctor  saddled  up  and  rode  off  into 
the  wind. 

A  mile  out  of  town  he  met  the  patient, 
likewise  riding  hard.   "Doctor,"   the  pa- 


tient said,  "I  was  afraid  I  wouldn't  live 
until  you  got  there,  so  I  thought  I'd  come 
meet  you." 

"I  have  gone  through  a  lot  of  exposure. 
I  have  gone  through  a  lot  of  trials,"  is  the 
way  the  doctor  summed  it  up.  "I've  had 
my  share  of  hardship  in  the  early  days." 

They  were  days  when  four  hours  of 
sleep  had  to  be  enough.  "Here  recently  I 
like  about  seven  or  eight  hours  of  sleep." 

The  doctor  and  his  brother — two  mem- 
bers of  the  13-member  family — were  giv- 
en a  "charge"  by  their  farmer-father  when 
they  started  out  to  be  physicians.  "He 
wanted  us  to  go  when  we  were  called  .  .  . 
regardless  of  any  considerations  of  re- 
muneration." The  brothers,  who  both  at- 
tended the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
together,  were  true  to  it. 

Dr.  Caudill,  who  claimed  he  has  "been 
honored  more  than  I  deserved,"  had  been 
Virginia's  "Physician  of  the  Year,"  is 
past  president  of  the  Southwest  Virginia 
Medical  Society,  the  Virginia  Medical  So- 
ciety, and  is  a  fellow  of  the  American 
College  of  Surgeons. 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  con- 
ferred an  honorary  degree  in  1952. 

His  son,  Carrell,  is  a  neurosurgeon  in 
Charleston,  W.  Va.  Dr.  Caudill  is  mar- 
ried to  the  former  Miss  Mary  Ring  Cornett 
of  Grayson  County.

services.  The  1959-60  State  appropriation 
for  the  College  Division  is  $1,341,865; 
for  the  Hospital  Division,  $2,445,550.  In- 
flation, expansion,  and  strengthening  of 
services  for  more  students  and  patients  are 
reflected  in  costs  today. 

Laboratory  research  as  we  know  it  today 
was  little  known  when  the  College  was 
founded.  Meticulous  clinical  observations 
were  then  recorded  and  reported.  MCV 
research  in  I960  is  a  big  and  growing  fea- 
ture of  most  departments.  Findings  deter- 
mined are  important  in  themselves;  their 
influence  and  effect  on  investigators,  just 
about  equally  important.  Only  shortage  of 
funds  can  now  stop  this  great  adventure 
into  the  unknown. 

In  our  first  college  year,  there  were  14 
graduates  (medicine)  ;  last  June,  there 
were  321  degree  graduates  in  eight  health 
service  fields.  Withal,  there  are  approxi- 
mately 8050  living  alumni,  over  4100 
living  in  Virginia  and  getting  mail  at 
402  different  post  offices. 

As  we  approach  the  Civil  War  Centen- 
nial, another  College  distinction  must  be 
emphasized,  our  graduation  of  two  classes 
a  year  for  Confederate  Army  service,  our 
dean,  Dr.  James  B.  McCaw,  heading  the 
largest  military  hospital  in  world  history 
up  to  then,  the  Chimborazo  Hospital  in 
Church  Hill,  Richmond.  Thus,  M.C.V., 
the  only  medical  school  operating  in  the 
South  today  which  did  not  close  its  doors 
during  the  War  Between  the  States,  met 
its  responsibilities  in  full  measure  and 
with  great  pride.  This  same  pride  of  serv- 
ice and  loyalty  to  State  and  region  spurs 
us  on  from  a  distinguished  past  to  a  beck- 
oning future,  which  begins  on  the  mor- 
row. Never  was  the  College  so  much  on 
tiptoe  to  move  forward  as  now,  proudly 
and  with  a  youthful  heart,  for  which  there 
is  no  substitute !

centennial  observation,  entitled  "The  Mak- 
ing of  a  Downtown  Church."  He  was  a 
frequent  contributor  to  medical  journals 
and  served  as  contributing  editor  of  the 
journal  of  the  History  of  Medicine  and 
associate  editor  of  the  Annals  of  Medical 
History.  In  1932  he  was  appointed  editor 
of  the  Virginia  Medical  Monthly  and 
served  in  this  capacity  until  1942  when 
he  became  editor  emeritus  and  also  con- 
tinued as  a  member  of  the  Editorial  Board. 
He  participated  actively  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Virginia  Medical  Monthly  until  his 
death. 

Dr.  Blanton's  lay  affiliations  were  many. 
He  was  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  this  city.  He  was  the  first  president  of 
the  Historic  Richmond  Foundation.  This 
organization  was  chartered  in  1956  for 
the  purpose  of  preserving  houses  and  sites 
of  historic  value  in  Richmond.  Its  major 
undertaking  was  the  reclaiming  and  res- 
toration of  houses  on  Church  Hill  in  the 
blighted  area  surrounding  St.  John's 
Church.  This  task  was  made  more  difficult 
by  the  absence  of  natural  boundaries  de- 
limiting this  early  part  of  Richmond. 
Despite  these  handicaps  the  work  was 
well  advanced  under  the  aggressive  leader- 
ship of  Dr.  Blanton.  The  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  was  of  material  aid  in 
this  venture  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  co- 
operation extended  Dr.  Blanton  by  the 
Medical  College  in  advancing  this  most 
worth-while  projection  will  be  extended 
to  his  successor  in  order  that  its  comple- 
tion may  be  assured.  Dr.  Blanton  was  also 
president  of  the  Virginia  Historical  So- 
ciety, and  his  death  preceded  by  a  few 
weeks  the  first  annual  meeting  of  this  or- 
ganization  in    its    handsome   and    newly

For 
further  information  on  the  merchandise  available,  either  contact  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion office  or  Famous  Virginia  Foods,  Lynchburg,  Virginia,  and  remember  on  all  direct 
orders  to  ask  that  credit  be  given  to  the  Alumni  Association  of  MCV. 
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enlarged  headquarters  on  the  Boulevard. 
In  1957  he  organized  the  medical  exhibit 
of  the  Jamestown  Festival  and  some  of 
these  items  are  still  on  display  at  James- 
town. At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  as- 
sembling data  for  a  display  in  the  Vir- 
ginia Civil  War  Commission  medical  ex- 
hibit scheduled  for  1961-65. 

Dr.  Blanton  was  a  member  of  numer- 
ous medical  societies  and  had  served  as 
president  or  vice-president  of  many  of 
these  organizations.  He  was  a  member  of 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  many  other  social 
and  professional  fraternities.  He  was  ac- 
tive in  patriotic  organizations  and  was  a 
past  president  of  the  Society  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati in  the  State  of  Virginia.  He  also 
was  a  former  president  of  the  Society  of 
Colonial  Virginia  and  a  member  of  the 
Society  of  Colonial  Wars. 

Despite  the  constant  inroads  on  his 
time  these  numerous  commitments  made, 
Dr.  Blanton  found  time  to  spend  several 
days  each  week  at  "West  Hill  Farm,"  a 
family  place  in  Cumberland  County,  where 
he  operated  a  large  dairy  herd  of  Hol- 
stein-Friesian  cattle. 

He  is  survived  by  Mrs.  Blanton,  the 
former  Miss  Natalie  Friend  McFaden,  and 
four  children,  Mrs.  Harry  W.  Easterly, 


Jr.;  Charles  A.  Blanton,  II,  an  attorney; 
and  two  physician  sons,  Dr.  Frank  M. 
Blanton  and  Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton, 
Jr.;  and  eleven  grandchildren.  Dr.  Blan- 
ton, Jr.,  is  assistant  dean  of  medicine  at 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.

love  and  loyalty  of  a  great  alumni  can 
forge  a  great  institution,  the  farsighted 
'practical  dreamer'  conceived  the  Alum- 
ni Fund  as  an  answer  to  the  problem 
which  would  expand  the  organization,  ob- 
jectives, and  viewpoints  of  the  alumni 
group  until  they  better  became  a  real 
force,  striving  for  the  welfare  of  alma 
mater." 

His  contributions  to  the  College  were 
equally  fruitful.  After  his  graduation  from 
the  school  of  dentistry  in  1905,  he  en- 
gaged in  the  general  practice  of  dentistry 
for  some  years.  On  completion  of  courses 
in  orthodontia  at  the  Dewey  School  in 
New  York  City  in  1929,  he  confined  his 
practice  to  that  specialty.  Dr.  Street  had 
been  professor  of  dental  ethics  and  eco- 


nomics at  MCV  and  during  World  War 
II  was  professor  of  orthodonics  there. 

In  dental  organizations,  he  was  equally 
active  serving  as  president  of  both  the 
Richmond  Dental  Society  and  the  Virginia 
State  Dental  Association.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  A.D.A.,  the  Southern  Society 
of  Orthodontists,  and  the  American  As- 
sociation of  Orthodontics.  He  also  was  a 
fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Den- 
tists and  a  member  of  OKU  honor  frater- 
nity. 

His  civic  interests  were  many.  He  was 
instrumental  in  the  establishment  of  the 
present  dental  clinic  for  the  indigent  of 
Richmond,  which  operated  under  the  su- 
pervision of  MCV,  having  been  chairman 
of  a  joint  committee  of  the  Richmond 
Dental  Society  and  the  health  division  of 
the  Richmond  Area  Community  Council. 
He  was  the  first  director  of  the  dental  de- 
partment at  the  Virginia  Home  for  In- 
curables. Dr.  Street  was  a  past  president 
of  the  Richmond  Rotary  Club  and  past 
master  of  Richmond  Lodge  #10,  AF  & 
AM. 

Surviving  him  are  his  son  and  daughter, 
John  R.  Williams  Street  of  Franklin  and 
Miss  Bliss  Street  of  Richmond.

"He  passed  to  his  larger  life  as  the 
world  is  enveloped  in  the  soft  light  of 
another  Christmas.  In  our  leave-taking  of 
him  we  remember  today  that  Christmas  is 


not  only  the  festival  of  mirth  and  joy,  but 
of  consolation  and  hope.  It  was  at  Bethle- 
hem that  life  and  immortality  came  to  light 
through  the  coming  of  Jesus.  In  that  faith 
our  friend  lived  and  by  its  light  he 
walked.

sum  of  $13,500,  which  this  year  is  rented 
to  Theta  Kappa  Psi  fraternity.  "The  Col- 
lege cannot  go  beyond  the  enthusiasm  of 
its  alumni,"  said  Mr.  Rooke. 

Carter  Lowance,  assistant  president  of 
MCV,  told  the  assemblage,  "The  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  is  on  the  march  in  all 
schools."  The  Virginia  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  has  undertaken  a  project 
to  acquire  funds  for  the  College  to  pur- 
chase a  two  million  volt  X-ray  machine 
and  that  much  of  this  money  has  been 
raised.  "This  has  aroused  enthusiasm  for 
the  medical  center  that  is  rising  on  the 
hill  in  Richmond,"  he  added. 

Dr.  W.  Taliaferro  Thompson,  Jr.,  chair-

The  New  York  Chapter  held  its  meet- 
ing on  October  29  at  Longchamps  restau- 
rant. Dr.  Granville  L.  Leaman  was  the  gra- 
cious host  who  had  gathered  together  the 
New  York  area  alumni  with  the  help  of  the 
Disick  brothers.  It  was  most  inspiring  to 
the  guests  from  Richmond,  R.  Reginald 
Rooke,  president;  his  wife;  Dr.  William 
F.  Maloney,  dean  of  medicine;  and  the 
executive  secretary,  Minnie  Franck;  to  see 
the  interest  evidenced  by  this  group.  Dur- 
ing the  question  and  answer  period  which 
followed  the  dinner  and  talks,  pertinent 
inquiries  concerning  the  College  and  the 
Alumni  Association  were  made.  It  was 
a  most  enjoyable  meeting.  The  Chapter 
was  so  enthused  that  they  decided  to  have 
meetings  twice  a  year  on  the  third  Thurs- 
day in  April  and  the  third  Thursday  in 
October.  This  is  gratifying  to  the  Asso- 
ciation and  we  pledge  our  full  coopera- 
tion to  them  in  their  efforts.  Officers  elected 
for  the  new  year  were:  Dr.  Solomon 
Disick,  M'35,  president;  Dr.  Bernard 
Disick,  M'25,  vice-president;  and  Dr.  S. 
T.  Dychman,  D'32.  Dr.  Granville  Leaman, 
M'34,  will  serve  as  assistant  secretary. 
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America."  It  projects  the  nation's  need  for 
dentists  in  1975 — fifteen  years  ahead.  If 
the  present  population  trend  prevails,  it  is 
estimated  that  in  1975  the  population  of 
the  United  States  will  reach  235  million. 
This  will  be  an  increase  of  55  million  over 
our  present  population.  A  proportionate 
increase  in  demand  for  dental  care  may  be 
expected.  The  demand  for  dental  care  may 
be  further  increased  by  an  improved  eco- 
nomic status  for  more  of  our  people  and 
a  growing  appreciation  of  dentistry  in 
the  broad  area  of  health  care.  If  we  con- 
fine our  consideration  only  to  the  factor 
of  ratios  of  dentists  to  population  figures, 
we  note  with  astonishment  that  the  main- 
tenance of  the  present  national  dentist- 
population  ratio  will  require  an  increase 
of  75%  in  the  capacity  of  our  dental 
schools.  Our  own  studies  led  us  to  in- 
crease our  MCV  dental  student  enrollment 
several  years  ago  by  55%.  We  hope  that 
we  are  contributing  our  full  share  of  effort 
toward  meeting  the  present  and  future 
dental  manpower  needs  of  our  people. 

The  problem  cited  here  can  be  solved 
only  by  the  concerted  efforts  of  many 
people  in  many  places  and  positions. 
Larger  faculties  must  be  recruited,  trained, 
and  adequately  compensated.  A  greater 
number  of  the  better  students  in  high 
schools  and  academic  colleges  must  be  di- 
rected into  dentistry.  The  physical  facili- 
ties of  dental  schools  must  be  improved 
and  expanded.  Financial  support  for  den- 
tal education  must  be  significantly  in- 
creased. Students  in  ever  increasing  num- 
bers are  requiring  financial  assistance  to 
meet  the  rapidly  rising  cost  of  their  edu- 
cation. The  magnitude  of  this  complex 
problem    is    apparent.    Many    people    in 


dental  education .  are  working  toward  a 
solution;  so  are  executives  in  government, 
business,  industry,  and  philanthropy.  Our 
concern  is  that  many  dental  practitioners 
and  local  dental  societies  may  not  be  aware 
of  this  situation  affecting  our  profession 
and  accordingly  manifest  very  little  in- 
terest in  lending  a  helping  hand. 

Members  of  our  faculty  and  staff  join 
in  greetings  and  all  good  wishes.

School  of  Medicine 

The  deaths  of  Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blan- 
ton,  emeritus  professor  of  clinical  medi- 
cine, and  of  Dr.  E.  Trible  Gatewood, 
emeritus  professor  of  clinical  otology, 
rhinology,  and  laryngology,  have  saddened 
the  faculty  in  the  past  month.  Contained 
elsewhere  in  this  issue  are  fitting  tributes 
to  these  two  faculty  members.  However, 
no  report  from  the  dean's  office  would  be 
complete  without  mention  of  the  devotion 
and  contribution  of  Dr.  Blanton  and  Dr. 
Gatewood. 

Dr.  Blanton's  outstanding  contributions 
as  physician  and  teacher  were  paired  with 
achievement  as  a  historian,  author,  and 
civic  benefactor.  After  38  years  of  faculty 
membership  he  was  made  emeritus  profes- 
sor in  1958. 

Dr.  E.  Trible  Gatewood  had  contributed 
to  the  educational  efforts  of  the  College 
for  37  years  and  was  made  emeritus  pro- 
fessor also  in  1958.  He  was  highly  re- 
garded in  the  community  as  physician  and 
citizen. 

The  passing  of  these  men  reminds  us 
once  again  of  the  debt  in  which  countless 
students  and  colleagues  of  the  College 
stand  for  the  devotion  and  tireless  effort 
of  those  who  have  been  the  foundation  of 


the  educational  effort,  of  the  College  for 
so  many  years. 

Appropriate  acknowledgment  of  the 
contributions  of  two  of  the  outstanding 
leaders  of  the  faculty  was  given  this  fall. 
During  the  opening  convocation  exercises 
of  the  1959-60  session  on  Septemer  28, 
announcement  of  the  establishment  of  the 
Stuart  McGuire  professorship  of  surgery 
was  made.  Mrs.  Stuart  McGuire  was  pre- 
sented with  a  framed  copy  of  the  Board 
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of  Visitors'  resolution  designating  the 
professorship  held  by  the  chairman  of  the 
department  of  surgery  as  the  Stuart  Mc- 
Guire  Professorship. 

Dr.  Hunter  McGuire,  nephew  of  Dr. 
Stuart  McGuire,  presented  to  the  College, 
on  behalf  of  the  staff  of  McGuire  Clinic 
and  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  the  desk  and 
chair  used  by  his  uncle  for  many  years  at 
St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

Dr.  Stuart  McGuire  was  president 
of  the  University  College  of  Medicine, 
which  was  consolidated  with  MCV  in 
1913.  Dr.  McGuire  was  then  successively 
professor  of  surgery,  dean,  president  of 
the  Medical  College,  and  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors  over  the  years  from  1913 
to  1948. 

At  the  Founders  Day  exercises  on  De- 
cember 7,  1959,  it  was  announced  that  the 
professorship  held  by  the  professor  of 
medicine  had  been  designated  the  Wil- 
liam Branch  Porter  Professorship.  Dr. 
Porter,  confined  to  the  hospital  by  illness 
since  the  spring  of  1956,  served  as  chair- 
man of  the  department  of  medicine  for 
thirty  years.  He  is  now  emeritus  professor 
of  medicine. 

At  the  same  exercises,  announcement 
was  made  of  the  naming  of  the  new  re- 


search laboratory  building  the  Lewis  L. 
Strauss  Research  Laboratories.  Financing 
of  the  structure  began  with  a  $25,000  capi- 
tal outlay  appropriation  by  the  1958  State 
Legislature  to  enlarge  the  animal  quarters 
adjacent  to  the  Brown-Sequard  Labora- 
tory. Subsequently,  five  Richmond  families 
of  friends  of  Admiral  Strauss  donated  a 
total  of  $85,000  for  an  enlarged  project 
to  include  research  laboratories.  The  total 
of  $110,000  was  matched  by  a  Medical 
Research  Facilities  grant  from  the  Federal 
Government,  making  a  total  of  $220,000 
available.  Plans  are  now  complete.  Con- 
struction of  a  building  to  be  located  just 
north  of  Brown-Sequard  will  begin  within 
the  next  few  weeks. 

Dr.  Lee  Edwards  Sutton,  Jr.,  professor 
of  pediatrics,  has  been  honored  by  his 
former  residents  of  pediatrics.  On  Novem- 
ber 20,  1959,  students  of  Dr.  Sutton 
presented  his  portrait  to  the  College.  In 
very  enjoyable  presentation  exercises  Dr. 
Sutton's  many  contributions  as  faculty 
member  since  1928,  as  dean  of  the  school 
of  medicine  from  1929  to  1942,  and  as 
chairman  of  the  department  of  pediatrics 
from  1938  to  1958  were  recounted  by  ap- 
propriate colleagues  in  the  faculty  and 
administration. 


The  thirty-first  annual  McGuire  Lec- 
ture series,  held  October  22-24,  1959, 
was  perhaps  the  most  successful  yet  given. 
Outstanding  American  and  European  spe- 
cialists participated  in  the  series.  The  an- 
nual meeting  of  Pelvic  Surgeons  was  held 
in  conjunction  with  the  Lecture  series.  The 
annual  McGuire  Lecture  was  delivered  by 
Dr.  Joe  Vincent  Meigs,  clinical  professor 
of  gynecology  at  Harvard  Medical  School. 
The  series,  a  symposium  on  pelvic  disease, 
included  Dr.  George  N.  Papanicolaou 
among  its  speakers.  Dr.  Randolph  H. 
Hoge,  professor  of  gynecology,  was  in 
charge  of  program  arrangements. 

The  program  for  the  Stoneburner  Lec- 
tures stimulates  one  to  predict  similar  suc- 
cess. This  annual  Lecture  series,  to  be  giv- 
en this  year  on  March  16  and  17,  I960, 
will  be  a  symposium  on  connective  tissue 
disease.  Dr.  Joseph  J.  Bunim,  clinical  di- 
rector, Section  of  Arthritis,  National  In- 
stitutes of  Health,  will  deliver  the  annual 
Stoneburner  Lecture.  The  program  in- 
cludes outstanding  speakers  in  the  field 
throughout  the  nation. 

The  Stoneburner  Lectures  will  immedi- 
ately precede  the  third  annual  Alumni  Sci- 
entific Assembly  and  thus  allow  individu- 
als to  attend  both  sessions.  The  Alumni 
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Assembly  will,  as  previously,  provide  a 
program  of  general  interest  in  all  areas  of 
medicine  and  give  opportunity  to  alumni 
and  guests  to  review  the  work  in  progress 
at  the  school.  Details  of  both  of  these  pro- 
grams are  to  be  found  elsewhere  in  this 
issue. 

Finally,  of  interest  to  all  alumni  is  the 
fact  that  a  committee  to  recommend  a 
chairman  of  the  department  of  pediatrics 
is  currently  reviewing  candidates.  Headed 
by  Dr.  W.  Taliaferro  Thompson,  Jr.,  pro- 
fessor and  chairman  of  the  department  of 
medicine,  the  committee  consists  of  Dr. 
Walter  E.  Bundy,  Jr.,  associate  professor 
of  pediatrics ;  Dr.  Robert  A.  Senescu,  pro- 
fessor and  chairman  of  the  department  of 
psychiatry;  Dr.  Boyd  W.  Haynes,  Jr.,  as- 
sistant professor  of  surgery ;  Dr.  Erling  S. 
Hegre,  professor  of  anatomy;  Dr.  Robert 
Q.  Marston,  assistant  dean  of  the  school 
of  medicine.  Dr.  Lee  E.  Sutton,  Jr.,  re- 
tired from  the  chairmanship  last  year.  Dr. 
Carolyn  McCue  is  serving  as  acting  chair- 
man during  the  interim.

School  of  Physical  Therapy 

In  discussing  the  development  and  the 
progress  of  the  physical  therapy  school  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  one  be- 
comes acutely  conscious  of  the  tremendous 
contribution  of  Mr.  Bernard  M.  Baruch. 
Therefore,  I  would  like  to  first  sketch  what 
this  contribution  has  meant  to  us.  You 
will  recall  that  Mr.  Baruch,  in  memory  of 
his  father,  Dr.  Simon  Baruch,  allocated 
a  considerable  sum  of  money  to  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  for  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Baruch  Center  of  Physical 
Medicine.  Dr.  Simon  Baruch  had  not  only 
graduated  from  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  but  was  also  one  of  the  early  con- 
tributors to  the  field  of  hydrotherapy.  As 
much  as  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  is 
indebted  to  Mr.  Baruch  for  his  gracious 
gift,  actually  the  total  field  of  physical 
medicine  and  rehabilitation  is  much  more 
so  as  we  will  see  further  on.  In  addition  to 
his  contributions  to  this  and  other  medi- 
cal installations,  Mr.  Baruch  in  the  early 
40's  established  the  Baruch  Fellowship  in 
Physical  Medicine  which  in  essence 
pumped  real  lifeblood  into  his  conviction 
of  the  necessity  for  this  infant  specialty. 
Mr.  Baruch's  foresight,  accompanied  by 
action,  not  only  created  the  Baruch  Center 
at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  but  in 
a  large  measure  has  brought  this  therapeu- 
tic approach  to  the  Commonwealth  and  to 
the  country  at  large. 
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The  Baruch  Center  was  established  in 
1944.  In  1945,  the  school  of  physical 
therapy  was  initiated  by  its  first  medical 
director,  Dr.  Frances  A.  Hellebrandt,  with 
the  first  class  of  forty  students  receiving 
their  certificates  in  1946.  Because  of  the 
medical  resources  at  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia,  the  equipment  and  teaching 
resources  of  the  Baruch  Center,  the  school 
of  physical  therapy  was  initiated  embody- 
ing the  highest  standards  of  student  pro- 
ficiency. As  the  demand  for  proficiency 
on  the  part  of  physical  therapy  has  in- 
creased, the  school  has  been  able  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  times. 

The  past  decade  has  witnessed  many 
changing  patterns  in  the  school,  a  few  of 
which  follow.  In  the  early  days,  students 
came  to  the  school  from  many  states  and 
some  foreign  countries  and  as  the  de- 
mand for  physical  therapists  had  not 
grown  in  the  Commonwealth,  the  majority 
of  these  students  went  to  other  states  and 
areas  for  employment.  Now  as  the  de- 
mand for  physical  therapists  has  grown  in 
the  Commonwealth,  this  pattern  has 
gradually  changed.  At  present,  a  majority 
of  our  students  come  from  the  Common- 
wealth of  Virginia  and  find  employment 
here.  The  demand  at  present  is  greater 
than  we  can  supply.  As  the  general  field 
of  medical  rehabilitation  has  grown  in  the 


practice  of  medicine,  and  I  would  add  in 
accordance  with  Mr.  Baruch's  vision,  the 
technical  skill  of  the  therapist  has  become 
more  demanding.  The  broad  use  of  elec- 
tro-diagnosis and  electro-therapeutic, 
the  recognition  of  planned  exer- 
cise procedures  as  a  potent  therapeu- 
tic medium  and  the  modern  creation  and 
utilization  of  prosthetic  and  supportive 
devices  have  widened  and  made  more 
technical  the  scope  of  the  professional 
responsibility  of  the  physical  therapist.  As 
a  result  of  the  above,  five  years  ago  the 
physical  therapy  school  initiated  a  two- 
year  training  period  to  replace  its  former 
one-year.  Of  passing  interest — Now! 
Some  five  years  later,  we  are  seriously 
questioning  if  two  years'  training  is  suf- 
ficient to  meet  the  demands  for  technical 
knowledge  and  still  allow  us  to  train  suf- 
ficient individuals  to  bring  this  service  to 
a  needy  public. 

There  is  a  many  sided  unique  responsi- 
bility in  training  physical  therapists.  They 
are  to  become  the  eyes,  ears,  and  hands 
of  the  physician.  Yet  they  must  possess  the 
wisdom  of  Solomon  in  conversing  with 
and  answering  questions  of  a  patient.  We 
have  all  experienced  the  medical  conver- 
sation that  takes  place  in  the  physician's 
waiting  room.  Yet,  I  can  assure  you  this  is 
nothing  compared  with  that  which  takes 
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place  in  the  physical  therapy  clinic.  Hit  or 
miss  answers  or  the  lack  of  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  therapist  just  does  not  work. 
The  therapist  must  be  most  alert,  not  only 
to  the  physical  changes  in  the  patient  but 
also  his  emotional  problems,  his  reactions 
to  situations,  his  adjustment  to  the  thera- 
peutic procedure.  The  therapist  must  bring 
this  knowledge  back  to  the  physician  for 
his  interpretation  and/or  his  action  with- 
out the  therapist  himself  becoming  in- 
volved or  coloring  the  findings.  There  is 
another  pressing  responsibility  in  prepar- 
ing students  for  physical  therapists  which 
is  not  completely  unique  to  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  but  perhaps  of  more 
importance  here  than  in  large  metropoli- 
tan areas.  The  physical  therapist  is  trained 
to  carry  out  the  technical  procedures  used 
in  the  field  of  physical  medicine  and  re- 
habilitation and  to  a  large  extent  to  work 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  phy- 
sician trained  in  this  field  of  practice,  but 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  as  in 
most  non-large  urban  areas,  this  specialty 
has  been  slow  in  developing.  Therefore, 
the  student  must  be  trained  not  only  in 
technical  procedures  but  also  be  instructed 
in  the  art  of  receiving  raw  data  combined 
with  the  desire,  objective,  and  limitations 
which  the  physician  gives  him  relative  to 
the  patient  and  then  to  act  on  same.  The 
therapist  must  interpret  these  instructions 


into  technical  procedures  which  he  will 
carry  out.  In  essence,  the  physical  thera- 
pist must  recognize  his  specific  role  in  the 
total  concept  of  modern  medicine,  realiz- 
ing his  limitation  in  the  performance  of 
his  professional  service  yet  at  the  same 
time,  possess  imagination  to  visualize 
progress  in  this  field  and  incentive  to 
strive  toward  higher  achievements. 

The  school  of  physical  therapy  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  is  under  the 
dean  of  medicine  but  possessing  its  own 
medical  director  and  its  own  training  or 
"technical  director."  The  school  has  its 
own  faculty  of  physical  therapists  recog- 
nized for  their  ability  to  impart  knowledge 
in  this  area.  In  addition,  the  physical  ther- 
apy school  calls  on  the  faculty  of  the  other 
schools  at  the  College  for  special  lecture 
series.  It  is  now  a  two-year  school  requir- 
ing two  years  of  college  work,  majoring 
in  biology  and  physical  science  and  on 
completion  of  the  courses,  the  student  re- 
ceives a  bachelor  of  science  degree  plus  a 
certificate  in  physical  therapy.  There  have 
been  some  five  hundred  graduates  from 
our  school  who  are  now  scattered  through- 
out the  country  and  in  some  foreign  lands. 
The  challenge  of  the  future  is  to  maintain 
the  present  high  standards  of  proficiency 
while  at  the  same  time  drawing  a  large 
enough  number  of  qualified  people  to 
meet  the  needs  in  this  rapidly  growing 
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area  of  contribution  to  the  health  of  the 

citizenry.

School  of  Medical  Technology 

The  school  of  medical  technology  is 
now  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Wood 
Memorial  Building  but  plans  to  move  in- 
to permanent  quarters  after  completion  of 
the  medical  education  building.  The 
capacity  of  the  school  is  50  students  per 
year,  with  classes  starting  in  March  and 
September.  Minimum  requirements  for 
entering  the  school  are  60  semester  hours 
with  9  hours  of  chemistry  and  12  hours  of 
biology.  Beginning  in  1962,  minimum  re- 
quirements for  entering  will  be  90  semes- 
ter hours.  Most  of  our  students  have  com- 
pleted 90  semester  hours  before  coming  to 
us  and  thus  receive  a  B.S.  degree  from 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  college  where  she  has  had 
her  previous  training.  If  a  student  prefers, 
she  may  have  her  former  college  grant 
the  degree. 

A  student  who  enters  the  school  of 
medical  technology  with  fewer  than  90 
semester  hours  may  become  eligible  for 
the  degree  of  bachelor  of  science  in  medi- 
cal technology  from  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  by  completing  accredited 
course  work  sufficient  to  make  up  the  de- 
ficiency within  two  years  of  completion  of 
her  medical  technology  course.  All  gradu- 
ates of  the  school  are  awarded  certificates 
stating  the  successful  completion  of  the 
course. 

Since  1952,  when  our  present  system 
of  training  was  started,  149  graduates 
have  taken  the  registry.  Of  this  number, 
133  have  passed  it  for  the  first  time.  Since 
1958,  41  students  have  taken  the  registry 
with  no  failures. 

New  modern  dormitories  were  opened 
in  1958.  The  new  unit  consists  of  four 
buildings,  one  which  houses  the  female 
students  and  three  which  house  the  male 
students.  These  are  definitely  an  added  at- 
traction for  our  school. 

Because  of  the  great  demand  for  medi- 
cal technologists,  much  recruitment  is  be- 
ing done  with  very  gratifying  results.  In- 
structors from  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia have  been  speaking  at  different  col- 
leges and  high  schools.  A  novel  approach 
to  recruitment  is  being  tried.  Boxes  with 
slides  covering  bacteriology,  hematology, 
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and  histology  have  been  prepared  by  the 
students  in  the  school  of  medical  tech- 
nology and  sent  to  high  schools  through- 
out the  state  with  the  help  of  Mr.  Frank- 
lin D.  Kiser  from  the  State  Department 
of  Education.  Local  and  state  scholarships 
are  being  set  up.  The  National  Committee 
for  Careers  in  Medical  Technology  has 
just  completed  a  six  year  program  for 
recruitment.  During  this  time,  they  have 
found  that  enrollment  has  increased  41% 
and  the  number  of  schools  is  up  from  575 
to  706.  This  is  encouraging.  However,  the 
demand  is  still  greater  than  the  number 
of  students  who  graduate  each  year  from 
these  schools. 

We  have  found  many  girls  interested 
in  the  medical  field,  but  they  are  un- 
familiar with  medical  technology.  It  is  the 
duty  of  every  medical  technologist  to  use 
every  opportunity  she  can  to  tell  others  of 
medical  technology.  Many  high  schools 
are  willing  to  have  technologists  speak  to 
their  students.  The  National  Registry  in 
Muncie,  Indiana,  will  be  glad  to  supply 
pamphlets.  We  trust  that  all  of  our  gradu- 
ates are  doing  as  much  as  they  can  to  help 
relieve  the  shortage  in  this  very  essential 
field.

The  School  of  Hospital 
Administration 

These  words  are  written  just  as  the 
threshold  of  the  new  year  has  been 
crossed.  The  time  suggests  inventory.  It 
is  a  time  of  reminiscence  and  prediction, 
of  pointing  with  pride,  and  viewing  with 
alarm.  This  is  in  mind  as  I  launch  a 
response  to  the  invitation  to  write  an  ac- 
count of  this  small  school. 

It  is  a  small  school  by  most  if  not  all 
measurements,  but  (and  here  comes  the 
pointing  with  pride)  not  an  insignificant 
one.  Last  fall  the  largest  class  in  the 
school's  ten  year  life  was  admitted — fif- 
teen. Three  times  this  many  qualified  ap- 
plicants were  rejected  because  there  was 
not  room,  and  perhaps  not  need,  for  them. 
To  be  accepted  one  must  have  been  gradu- 
ated, preferably  in  business,  by  an  ac- 
credited college  or  university  and  must 
have  offered  evidence  of  leadership  quali- 
ties and  aptitude  in  health  field  administra- 
tion. Those  accepted  began  a  graduate 
course  of  three  major  requirements — three 
quarters  of  academic  work  in  residence  at 
MCV,  a  year  in  an  approved  administra- 
tive residency,  and  submission  of  a  thesis 
acceptable  to  the  committee  on  graduation. 
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These  lead  to  the  degree  of  master  of  hos- 
pital administration — M.H.A.,  generally 
accomplished  in  21  months. 

This  author  sees  little  to  view  with 
alarm.  It  is  disturbing  to  see  so  many  good 
students  rejected  and  perhaps  denied  ful- 
fillment, but  the  other  side  of  the  coin  re- 
flects the  growing  stature  of  hospital  ad- 
ministration and  its  appeal  to  service  mo- 
tivated students  of  high  order.  It  is  less 
than  ideal  to  have  so  little  full-time,  pro- 
fessional faculty  in  the  school  but  inspir- 
ing to  see  the  generosity  and  faithfulness 
of  volunteers  who  share  their  rich  experi- 
ence and  at  times  compete  to  do  so.  There 
is  always  concern  over  what  to  teach  and 
how  to  teach  it  better  but  no  desperation, 
no  alarm. 

There  has  been  mounting  satisfaction 
over  the  years  in  the  successes  of  the  pro- 
gram and  some  recent  observations  and 
reactions  which  permit  faculty  and  friends 
pride. 

At  a  recent  state  meeting  at  which  a 
graduate  was  elected  president,  another 
secretary,  and  two  others  alternate  dele- 
gates to  the  American  Hospital  Associa- 
tion, it  was  observed  what  a  notable  seg- 
ment of  the  audience  was  MCV  alumni 
and  what  a  significant  number  of  Virginia 
hospitals  have  intrusted  their  administra- 
tive destiny  to  school  graduates.  The 
school  was  organized  originally  to  supply 
this  resource  and  after  ten  years  is  mani- 
festly meeting  its  purpose.  There  are  79 
alumni  working  in  the  health  field.  Of  the 
100  Virginia  hospitals  in  the  state  asso- 
ciation 20  have  MCV  trained  administra- 
tors. Counting  alumni  in  secondary  or 
other  positions,  there  are  37  graduates  in 
administration  in  Virginia  hospitals  and 
in  Alabama,  1;  California,  2;  District  of 
Columbia,  2;  Florida,  5;  Illinois,  2;  In- 
diana, 1;  Kentucky,  3;  Massachusetts,  1; 
Michigan,  1 ;  Mississippi,  1 ;  North  Caro- 
lina, 8;  New  York,  2;  Ohio,  3;  South 
Carolina,  2;  Texas,  2;  Washington,  1; 
West  Virginia,  2;  Haiti,  1;  Mexico,  1; 
and  Puerto  Rico,  1. 

The  residents  now  in  training  are  dis- 
tributed eight  to  Virginia  and  six  else- 
where. 

A  very  satisfying  development  which 
arose  without  effort  or  design  is  the 
school's  role  in  placement.  Employers  often 
turn  to  the  school  for  recommendations 
and  conversely  alumni  generally  register 
their  desires  and  specifications  for  em- 
ployment. Sitting  in  the  middle,  the  school 
has  made  helpful  and  appreciated  contri- 


butions in  bringing  opportunities  and  per- 
sons together. 

Of  great  satisfaction  and  importance  to 
the  school  during  the  year  was  the  award- 
ing of  membership  in  the  Southern  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 
This  membership  is  prerequisite  to  ac- 
creditation by  the  Association  of  Univer- 
sity Programs;  so  accreditation  stood  in 
jeopardy  during  an  extension  of  time  in 
which  to  attain  to  this  membership.  It  was 
accomplished  on  first  effort.  In  the  spring 
of  this  year  the  school  will  be  host  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Uni- 
versity Programs  in  Williamsburg,  and  the 
director  of  the  school  is  serving  as  presi- 
dent of  this  association  for  the  year.  Other 
member  universities  which  offer  graduate 
education  in  hospital  administration  are: 
Baylor  University,  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, University  of  Chicago,  Columbia 
University,  Cornell  University,  State  Uni- 
versity of  Iowa,  University  of  Michigan, 
University  of  Minnesota,  University  of 
Montreal,  Northwestern  University,  Uni- 
versity of  Pittsburgh,  St.  Louis  University, 
University  of  Toronto,  Washington  Uni- 
versity, and  Yale  University. 
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Of  satisfaction  too  is  the  ever  widening 
residency  opportunity  available  to  stu- 
dents. A  number  of  preceptors  who  have 
worked  with  other  programs  have  asked 
to  work  with  ours.  When  asked  why  the 
shift  they  usually  speak  of  the  esteem  in 
which  our  residents  have  been  held.  More- 
over, a  number  of  administrators  who  have 
never  served  as  preceptors  to  a  program 
have  petitioned  the  school  for  a  connec- 
tion. 

Further  satisfaction  derives  from  a 
couple  of  administrative  decisions  which 
virtually  unsolicited  favored  the  school. 
The  director  has  recently  learned  that  the 
school  is  to  have  quarters  in  the  projected, 
new  educational  building  at  Twelfth  and 
Marshall  and  will  acquire  next  fall  a  much 
needed  full  time  professor.

Course  In  X-Ray  Technology 

The  class  beginning  their  training  in 
x-ray  technology  on  February  1,  I960, 
will  serve  a  two  year  period  of  instruction 
and  practical  experience.  This  will  be  the 
first  class  accepted  on  a  full  two  year  plan 
to  meet  the  recommendations  of  the  Coun- 
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cil  on  Medical  Education  and  Hospitals 
of  the  American  Medical  Association  and 
the  American  Registry  of  X-Ray  Tech- 
nicians. 

Young  women  who  have  graduated 
from  accredited  high  schools  are  accepted 
in  February,  June,  and  September.  Only 
thirty  students  are  registered  in  the  school 
at  any  one  time,  and  the  change  from 
the  previous  one  year  course  to  a  two  year 
training  program  will  take  place  gradu- 
ally during  the  next  year,  as  the  one  year 
graduates  leave  and  the  two  year  students 
replace  them. 

Very  few  individuals,  professional  and 
lay  alike,  seem  to  appreciate  the  trials  and 
difficulties  experienced  by  x-ray  depart- 
ments in  general  hospitals.  They  operate 
on  a  seven-day  week,  24  hours  daily,  168 
hours  weekly,  52  weeks  yearly.  Great 
surges  of  work  hit  the  department  at 
most  inopportune  times.  Monday,  Friday, 
Saturday,  and  Sunday  nights,  frequently 
until  4  and  5  A.M.;  Saturday  and  Sunday 
mornings;  July  4;  Memorial  and  Labor 
Day  week  ends;  Christmas  and  New 
Year's  Eves  are  regular  examples  which 
swell  the  x-ray  examinations  to  62,000 
yearly  in  addition  to  over  6,000  regular 
treatments. 

The  city  and  fire  ambulances,  the  rescue 
squads  of  the  outlying  suburbs,  general 
medical  practitioners  and  specialists,  and 
the  public  by  way  of  the  emergency  rooms 
increase  the  already  present  in-patient  load 
of  the  1200  hospital  patients  who  use  the 
diagnostic  and  treatment  facilities  of  the 
x-ray  department. 

The  more  frequent  and  extensive  emer- 
gency use  of  x-ray  examinations  in  trau- 
matic cases  of  the  blood  vessels,  heart, 
liver,  spleen,  gastrointestinal  tract,  genito- 
urinary tract,  brain,  and  spinal  cord  make 
out-of -regular-hour-examinations  numer- 
ous. 

Not  only  is  a  regular  technician  on  duty 
as  an  instructor  but  she  is  assisted  by  a 
senior,  a  junior,  and  a  freshman  student. 
A  resident  in  radiology  is  always  on  duty 
and  during  the  surges  of  work  several 
hours  on  end  are  needed  of  secretarial 
work  with  the  radiologist  and  students  to 
keep  the  recording  of  reports  from  falling 
back  into  a  state  of  chaos.  It  is  during 
these  periods  that  the  young  students 
prove  their  abilities  and  true  worth.  They 
are  many  times  the  important  links  in  the 
chain  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  in  one 
of  the  country's  largest  and  busiest  teach- 
ing medical  centers. 

Their  ability  to  face  multiplied  severe 


illnesses  and  horrible  injuries  with 
equanimity  on  a  wholesale  basis  will  al- 
ways serve  as  an  inspiration  to  the  under- 
signed.
